Leyte Japs in 
Death Grip of 
Yank Invaders

The 
Germans still held out behind thick 
walls and in cellars of Merken, Pier 
and Gey, all within four miles of 
Duren, the southern bastion of the 
Roer river line and the largest Ger- 
man city encountered beyond Aa- 
chen. Two thirds of Merken, almost 
on the river three and a half miles 
northwest of Duren, was cleared.
